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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to Claims 68-69 in the submission filed 3/16/10 are acknowledged 
and accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The Applicants' arguments, see in particular Pages 7-8 of the submission, filed 
3/16/10, with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph rejections in Section 6 of the 
Office Action dated 12/16/09, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph rejections in Section 6 of the Office Action dated 12/16/09 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 39-41, 57, 65-71 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 39-41, 57, 65-67 are allowable over the cited art of record for at least the 
reasons as previously set forth in Section 8 of the Office Action dated 9/9/09. 

Claim 68 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited 
art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a system, as generally set forth in Claim 
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68, the system including, in combination with the features recited in Claim 68, the object 
beam unit is configured to position a voxel-control lens at a distance from a selected 
location for an elemental hologram of a holographic stereogram, the elemental hologram 
is in a holographic recording medium, the distance is based at least in part on a focal 
length of the voxel-control lens, and a size of the elemental hologram. Claims 69-71 are 
dependent on Claim 68, and hence are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 68 is 
allowable.
